Two solutions of the traction question were 


offered by Mayor Harrison in his annual 
message submitted to the new city council 
last evening. They were: 


1. The passage of franchise renewal ordinances, 
providing for fair compensation to the’city, with 
the right to purchase aften ten years, and the 
creation of a sinking fund with which to buy. 

2. The immediate purchase by the city, the 
property to be paid for by certificates to be issued 
under the provisions of the Mueller law, and in 
turn to be leased to the companies; the rent money 
in this case to be put into a sinking fund to apply. 
to the retirement of the certificates. 


In either case the companies are to waive the 


rights claimed by them under the ninety-nine year 
act, and no settlement is to be made until it has 
been ratified by a referendum vote. 


Other Recommendations Made. 


Outside of the traction question, the mayor 
advocates in his message the following: 


The passage by the legislature of a law provid- 
Ing for the municipal ownership of gas plants. 
Authority from the legislature for the eity 
council to fix the price of gas. | 
Using the city’s right to issue more bonds in 
lowering the tunnels under the river. : 
Securing to the city the water power to be 
developed by the drainage canal for street light- 
ing and pumping purposes. : 
Testing the city’s right to engage in the electric 


lighting business by selling to private consumers 


surplus electricity from its street lighting plant. 
Forbiddins the sale of form cards and news- 
paper publications of racing odds as a means of 
abating the betting evil. 

The enactment by the people of the proposed 
charter amendment to the state constitution.

the schools in politics. 


Demand for Traction Settlement. 

The traction question is the main subject 
discussed in the message. The mayor de- 
nies strenuously he has been influenced by 
political considerations in trying to post- 
pone a settlement and tells the aldermen 
that the majority for immediate municipal 
ownership on the little ballot last Tues- 
day has made a demand for a settlement 
of a character which may well tax your in- 
genuity in granting.” He goes on to say 
that in any settlement which may be made 
these things must be insisted on: ’ 

The elimination from the problem of ail 
rights claimed under the ninety-nine year 
act. Municipal ownership which is genuine 
and which will prove to bea paying business 
proposition. 


In any plan for municipal ownership the 


creation of a sinking fund which will pay 
off the debts incurred in the acquiring of 
street car properties. 


Passenger Railway Franchises. 

The proposition to use the Chicago Passen- 
ger railway as an experiment in municipal 
ownership is dismissed as an incomplete 
plan. The suggestion is made that it would 
be better to use the leverage given the city 
by the early expiration of the franchises of 
this company as a method of attack on tha 
Union Traction ninety-nine year claim. It 
is further stated that one of the difficulties 
of the traction situation is that the Union 
Traction company is standing on the rights 
it claims under this act with the protection of 
the federal court back of it, while the Chi- 
cago City company, in asking for a fran- 
chise, is not disposed to pay the city the com- 
pensation which it demands or to agree to 
municipal ownership within ten years. 


Text of the Message. 

The message is as follows: 

“ April 11. 1904.—To the Honorable the 
City Council—Gentlemen: For the seven 
years I have had the nonor to serve as mayor 
of Chicago of all the questions with which 
the city government has been called upon to 
deal the traction question easily has held 
the first place in importance. 

‘During my first administration the chief 
cause for alarm lay in the aggressiveness 
of certain traction interests in their attempts 
to force, by questionable methods, a settle- 
ment inimical to the public welfare; in these 
years it was only by the exercise of a 
supreme effort that the people prevented the 
consummation of a franchise grant which, 
if made, would have weighed heavily upon 
the community for more than two genera- 
tions to come.

“In the meantime the public, discouraged 
and made suspicious by the constant shift- 
ing of ground of those to whom it has looked 
for leadership and guidance, and worn to 
desperation by the wretchedness of the serv- 
ice with which it has been aceommodated, 
finally, in the so-called Httle ballot’ voted 
in the last municipal election, has made a 
demand for a settlement of a character 
which may well tax your ingenuity in gran 
ing.

REVEALED BY JAMES J. HILL. 


Union Pacific to Take Burlington, St. 
Paul the Northern Pacific. 


St. Paul. Minn., April 11.—[Special.]J— 
President James J. Hill declared today that 
behind the Harriman petition is a scheme to 
partition the merger lines between the St. 
Paul, Union Pacific, and Northwestern sys- 
tems, throwing the entire western railway 
situation into the hands of a new combine 
in which Vanderbilt, Harriman, Rockefeller, 
Stillman, and other interests figure. | 

Mr. Hill believes that the Harriman peti- 


tion is the first blow in a fight to mass the 


railway, mileage of the northwest_in the 
hands of this combine and establish a new 


‘combination of routes undér common con- 


trol between Chicago and the head of the 
lakes and between Chicago and Portland. 


To Bottle Up Great Northern. 


“Underlying the Harriman petition filed 
in the United States Circuit court,” said Mr. 
Hill, “is a sharply defined plan to bottle up 
the Great Northern, force a sale, and divide 
tae northern transcontinental lines between 
new interests, tue Union Pacific taking the 
Burlington, the St. Paul taking the Northern 
Pacific, and the Northwestern taking the 
Great Northern. 

It is not the Northern Pacific alone that 
is concerned. The control of that line is 
part of a plan under which the purpose is 
to shut the Great Northern off on the south 
and north, leaving it in a position such that 
it will sell out. | 

“T have no doubt but that now I could 
command almost any price for the Great 
Northern, up to 250 perhaps. 


Means Hill Will Get Out. 
“The scheme of division is simply this, 
that the Union Pacific wants the Burlington, 
and the St. Paul is aiming to take over the 
Northern Pacific. The Northwestern, if the 
petition succeeds, will take its chance of 
getting the Great Northern. If the Harri- 
man suit wins I have already said the Great 
Northern will sell out. We will retire from 
the struggle and leave the northwest to 
fight its own battles. 

„% Minnesota has been fighting me for re- 
straining trade. I wonder what this state 
would do with the two powerful lines west 
to the Pacific in the hands of the strong 
St. Paul-Chicago lines.“ 

Legal Battle On Today. 

The legal battle between E. H. Harriman 
and J. J. Hill for the control of the Great 
Northern railroad begins in the federal court

Peabody speaks plainly on the sub- 
ject, and says: | 

We shall not recognize the attachment 
writ, neither shall we obey it, and Adjt. Gen. 
Bell and Capt. Bulkeley Wells will not re- 
port in court. 

“The military is not subject to writs of 
attachment or injunctions. If we recog- 
nized the action of Judge Stevens there would 
be no reason why any justice of the peace 
could not exercise equal authority and issue 
writs controlling movements of the mili-

Robbers Take to Their Heels. 
Policemen O’Brien and Pender of the Lar-

As they approached, it is asserted, they saw 
the five men running west in Division street 
toward Franklin street. 

They followed the men and as the latter 
turned into Franklin street and ran south 
the policemen drew their revolvers. Com-

Policeman Hears the Shots. 

When Elm street was reached Policeman 
Wiesen of the East Chicago avenue station 
saw the men. He was walking north in 
Franklin street, and having heard the shots 
he had drawn his revolver. 

He ran to the middle of the street, and 
pointing a revolver at the foremost of the 
men commanded them to halt. Instead of 
complying they began firing at Wiesen.

According to a correspondent of the Times 
at Newchwang, who cables from there under 
date of April 8, the heavy rains have flood+ 
ed the railways: and blocked the roads 
throughout southern Manchuria. The field 
telegraphs have been interrupted and thé 
country is impassable. 

Russian officers, says the correspondent, 
consider that Japan has lost the chance of 
occupying Newchwang, where the defenses 
are now amply sufficient to repulse attacks, 


Will Not Fight for Yalu. 

The Times prints a lengthy dispatch dated 
“With the Japanese headquarters,” gent 
by wireless telegraph to Wethaiwel, aad 
dealing with d operations, but conveying 
little news, The Times correspondent does 
not indicate the whereabouts of the Japan. 
ese headquarters. Hesays: 

“At present, information from the land 
front must be belated, owing to the distangs 
ot the existing sea base from the advances 
guard, but this will scon be remedied. 

“It is doubtful whether the long expect- 
ed engagement for the possession of the 
Yalu river will ever take place, certainly not 
unless the Russians have been reinforced: 
more heavily than my information leads me 
to believe. This was foreseen by the Jap- 
anese, and hence their strenuous efforts te 
block Port Arthur so that they may be able 
to reduce the length of their land commun 
cations by the establishment of a more 
venient sea base. 


Fighting Impossible in July. 

“It must be remembered that unless the 
Japanese secure the north of the Yalu witha 
new base by July the land movements from 
Corea will become practically impossible. 

The rainfall of summer is so heavy that au 
the flimsy bamboo bridges will be destroyed, 
The Changchang river is now spanned by & 

ntoon bridge 2,000 feet long. This would be 
impassable when the floods come. This would 
would indicate that it is not to the advantage 
of either belligerent to engage in a struggle 
in the vicinity of the Yalu. : 

“The Russians desire to get the Japanese 
forces inland with the hope of enveloping 
them, while the Japanese want to get inland 
because the country affords a more suitable 
theater of operations. 

“ As the time is short a new effort of the 
Japanese must be developed almost immedi- 
ately.” 

A correspondent of the Times at Seoul, 
cabling under date of April 7, says: 

“It is believed the Russians north of the 
Yalu are not sufficiently numerous to witht 
stand the Japanese advance for any consid- 
erable distance beyond the river.” : 


No News of Fighting. 

The silence in the war area remains un- 
broken. The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the Paris Temps makes the vague asser- 
tion that shots have been exchanged along 
the banks of the Yalu river, but he gives 
no date or details. There is nothing authori- 
tative confirming the recent reports of land 
fighting. The story recurs, however, the 
Tientsin correspondent of the Standard at- 
tributing to Chinese Christians at Mukden ~ 
the report that a trainload of Russians with 


‘bandaged heads and limbs passed north 


about April 2. According to the same corre 
spondent there is reason to believe that the 
right wing of the Japanese army is advanec- 
ing from northern Corea and is strongly 
posted in the neighborhood of Chasen, . 

It is reported that since the engagement 
occurred in that neighborhood on March 2 
the Japanese have attempted nothing. The 
situation at all points is unchanged, owing, 
perhaps, to severe storms. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Seoul, 
dated April 7, says the attitude of the Japan- 
ese authorities toward the foreign military 
attachés is exciting comment. The authori- 
ties at Pingyang have systematically kept 
the American and British representatives in 
ignorance, not allowing them to see the mil 
tary operations concurrently, and using 
diplomatic pressure to get them with- 
drawn.

TAFT ON PHILIPPINE FUTURE. 


Secretary of War in Speech at Peoria | 
Says Natives Are Not Ready 
for Independence. 


Peoria, III., April 11.—[Special. IE. H. 
Taft, secretary of war, at the eighth annual 
banquet of the Kickapoo club tonight, de- 
livered a speech on the Philippines, which 
was said to have been the view of President 
Roosevelt as to the policy to be pursued in 


| the islands. 


Mr. Taft maintained that the time was not 


-ripe, nor would it be for several generations, 


for complete independence for the Filipinos. 
He maintained that their evolution must be 
gradual, that self-government could not be 
established until the people had been edu- 
cated to it. In conclusion he said: 

Have you seen any signs of selfish ex- 
ploitation on the part of the American peo- 
ple? Is not the strongest popular motive 
toward the islands an altruistic one of doing 
the best we can for the islands? Did not the 
people approve the vote of $3,000,000 to re- 
lieve the Philippine people from suffering 
due to cholera and cattle disease? Do not 
the American people favor the policy of 
building up the islands and developing them 
on the principle of ‘the Philippines for the 
Filipinos ?“

séttliement as the surest warrant 

‘and safest guaranty of the public interests 
being adequately protected. 

“The firm conviction that sound policy 
at-no distant date would demand a public 
ownership of great municipal utilities dic- 
tated the necessity for the passage of an 
bung bill by the state legislature, au- 
thérizing cities to own and operate street 
en lines, as an absolute prerequisite to a 
settlement in the interest of the public. 


Recounts Former Statement.

Companies the Obstructionists. 
Were one and all of these critics to be 
fair and candid they would be forced to ad- 
mit that since the Mueller bill was enacted 
into law. and since the referendum and the 
waiver of the ninety-nine year act have been 
given general acceptance as essential to a 
final and just determination of the dispute, 
the real and only obstructionists have been 
the traction companies themselves. For

Would Leave Problem Unsolved. 


*“ Even with the city operating all the fran- 
chises of the Chicago Passenger railway 
company, the prospects of its obtaining con- 
trol of all the other surface lines would be 
as remote and as beset with difficulties as it 
is today. As was set up by the city’s counsel 
in the case now being tried in the local fed- 
eral courts, one of the strongest points in 


the validity of the act of 1865 be sustained, 
by no stretch of the legal imagination could 
the benign influence of that adt be made to 
cover the franchises granted by the city to 
the Chicago Passenger railway company. 
“By a judicious use of these expiring 
rights it has been hoped the stockholders of 
the Union Traction company might be 
brought to a reasonable view of their obli- 
gations to the citizens at large. Should they 
remain recalcitrant the city has counted 
upon using to the utmost limit its control 
over the streets covered by the Chicago Pas- 
senger railway company’s franchises. 


Plain Business Proposition. 


In considering the question of a traction 
settlement, I take it a plan should be adopt- 
ed which would be a fair business proposi- 
tion for the companies and so fair to the 
municipality in the service it offered and the 
compensation returns it promised that the 


their sentiments would place upon it the 
stamp of their approval. 

The plan should afford a gu as to the 
public that at a certain stipulated time be- 
fore the expiration of the full grant and upon 
payment of a fair price, the municipality 
could acquire ownership of the properties, if 
it elected so to do. As an assurance to the 
public of the genuineness of the official plans 
for ultimate public ownership the compensa- 
tion to be paid should either all be applied 
to a safely guarded sinking fund account to 
be held as a nucleus of a fund with which 
to purchase the properties, or a part should 
be applied to the cleaning of streets and al- 
leys, and the remainder to the sinking fand 
account. | 

I believe, even in view of the recent vote 
for immediate’ public control of the trac- 
tion properties, an ordinance of this char- 
acter submitted today to the people would 
secure a vote of popular approval. I firm- 
ly believe a majority of the citizens would 
consent to such a settlement rather than 
leave matters in their present unsettled state, 
subject the riding public to a continuation of 
the present wretched service, and abandon 
the entire question to the uncertain decision 
of the courts of law, and the possible ma- 
nipulations of future public officials. 

| City in a Dilemma. | 

“The city is in the unfortunate dilemma 
of being unable to deal with both companies 
along identical lines. From the effort which 
has been made to support its claims it would 
appear one of the companies looks upon its 
ninety-nine year rights as its chief asset, 
the principal property it possesses with 
which to bolster its fallen fortunes. The 
public demands a waiver of these rights, the 
city officials are pledged again and again to 
exact this waiver. * 

While it may be unfortunate that both 
companies cannot deal with the city along 
the same lines and to their individual profit, 
the fault is not of the municipality. What 
good reason is there against the city’s de- 
manding an identical setttlement, settling 
with either company which will accept its 
terms and withholding a settlement from 
the other company until it comes to see the 
error of its ways? . 5 


Two Plans Set Forth. 


“Two possibilities would therefore seem 
to present themselves. The first is to draft 
an ordinance along the lines of the so called 
tentative ordinance of the local transporta- 
tion committee, inserting a provision for a 
fair and reasonable rate of compensation 
as well as a provision enabling the city at 
the end of ten years from the date of the 
grant, upon payment of a fair price, to uc- 
quire the lines, with a further proviso call- 
ing for the creation of a sinking fund account 
of all or a part of the compensation moneys 
to be used ultimately as purchase money. 
offer the ordinance to each company, and, if 
either or both accept, arrange that the ordi- 
nance shall. be submitted for popular ap- 
proval or disapproval at the fall election. 

„The second plan calls for laying aside the 
tentative ordinance and for the drafting of 
a new. ordinance, offering to pay the com- 
panies in Mueller law certificates the full 
value of their present tangible -property. 
the value of all their unexpired franchises 
excepting their alleged rights under the act 
of 1865, the value of the improvements and 
betterments to be made necessary by a com- 
plete rehabilitation of the systems, finaily 
making a-lease of the lines to the companies 
upon a fair basis, the entire ordinance to be 
conditioned upon an absolute waiver of all 
the rights the companies accepting it may 
claim under the ninety-nine year act. 

In either proposition the saving clause 
would be the necessity for the ratification 
of the action of your honorable body by 
the public when the referendum vote Was 
had. Each proposition provides for the pub- 
lic ownership, which the people in the little 
ballot’ have demanded. Each proposition 
offers fair terms of settlement to the trac- 
tion companies. Fach proposition would 
prepare the way for a betterment of the 
atrocious service to which the riding public 
of Chicago is today subjected.” 

Bonds, Tunnels, and Canal Power.

MeCall Investigating Bedy Divides 
Blame for Publicity of Incomplete 
Report Hetween Representative 

, Overstreet and Postoffice Committee 

—Members Exonerated and No One 
Censured—Thorough Inquiry Inte 
Entire Bureau Asked by Minority. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Special.]— 
All members of congress will be exonerated 
by the McCall investigating committee from 
charges of wrongdoing in connection with 
securing increases in clerk hire and in leas- 
ing buildings to the government for post- 
offices. The réport will be presented to the 
house tomorrow. No one is blamed directly 
for publication of the report which contained 
the names of senators, representatives, and 
high officials, together with an incomplete 
statement of their cases. „ 
Blame Partly on Overstreet. 
Responsibility for the report which en 


‘paged the house is divided between officials 


of the postoffice department and Rep- 
resentative Overstreet, chairman of the 
house postoffice committee. No attempt 
is made to settle the controversy be- 
tween Postmaster General Payne and 
Representative Overstreet over the cor- 
respondence calling for information, and 
the Indiana member therefore escapes 
the censure which many members of con- 
gress declare he deserves, and which they 
hoped would be pronounced upon him for 
dumping the report on the house and giving 
it to the country without authority. 
Something in the nature of a reprimand 
will be given Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow. This will not come from the en- 
tire committee, but will be in the form of 
a supplemental report by three minority 
members, who reiterate the democratic de- 
mand for a geperal investigation of the 
postoffice departmient. Every member of 
the committee signed the report, which is 
printed and will be presented to the house 
tomorrow if present plans are followed. 
Representatives McDermott, Bartlett, and 
Richardson of Alabama concur with their 
republican colleagues in the general con- 
clusions, but say in their supplemental re- 
port that the investigation emphasizes the 


‘necessity for an investigation of the entire 


postoffice department. The minority mem- 


ders mention two cases in Kansas, in which 


evidence before the committee shows that 
George W. Beavers, at the request of Mr. 
LEristow, increased the clerk hire allowance 
far beyond reasonable bounds. They declare 
that if the official of the department who 
conducted an investigation into the frauds 
in the postoffice department is involved there 
is need of thorough investigation of every 
division of the department.

IN BANKS IS RECOMMENDED. 


House Committee Reports on Currency 
Reform and Advises Coining Dollars 
Into Smaller Coins to Relieve Scarcity 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—A report from 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency recommending the passage of the bill 
to improve currency conditions was filed 
in the house today by Chairman Fowler. 
The first section of the bill repeals the law 
which prohibits customs receipts from being 
deposited in national banks. The result of 
the present law in this matter, the report 
says, is unnecessarily to tie up the money o 
the country. | 

The second section repeals the monthly 
$8,000,000 limit on bank note retirement. The 
report says the repeal of this restriction will 
give to the national! bank note circulation all 
the elasticity which it is possible for a bond 
secured circulation to have. ; 

The recoinage of silver dollars into sub“ 
sidiary silver coins is provided for in the 
third section of the bill. The limit of $100,- 
000,000 as the total amount of subsidiary 
silver coins that can be in existence at any 
one time is repealed by this section. There 
are in the treasury 578,012,000 silver dollars, 
and itis this money that the bill proposes to 
recoin into subsidiary silver. 

Relief to the treasury department in its 
inability to meet the demand for small bills 
will be afforded largely by the discretion 
given to the treasury and the national banks 
under the provisions of this bill, supplement- 
ed by an abundant supply of subsidiary coin. 


CHINESE OFFICIALS PROTEST. 


Envoys to Fair at St. Louis Declare They 
Have Been Harshly Treated by 
Customs Officers. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 11. Diplomatie com- 
plications in the relations between China and 
the United States have arisen, it is said, be- 
cause of the manner in which the Chinese 
exclusion laws are operating against China- 
men of consequence who have business in 
this country at the St. Louis world's fair. 


Chang You Tong, secretary of the Chinese 


world’s fair commission, said: 

My countrymen were subjected to humili- 
ating treatment at San Francisco, where 
they were held by the customs officials for 
two days, despite the fact that they had 
signed letters from the American consul at 
Pekin, stating their financial and social 
standing in China, but they were forced to 
furnish bond in the sum of $500 in gold each 
before the customs officials would release 


them. 
It is understood a protest has been filed in 
Washington. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES.

DEMOCRATS KEEP UP DEMANDS 
FOR POSTAL INVESTIGATION. 


é Maryland Senator Declares in Debate 


That the Reflection of the Postofiice 
Department Upon Members of Con- 
gress Ise an Outrage—Says Honor and 
Integrity of the Members Are Chal- 
lenged and That No. Question of 
Party Politics Is Involved. 


Washington, D. C., Apri? 11.—The Culber- 
son amendment to the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill, providing for a commission to inves- 
tigate the postoffice department, was before 
the senate all of today and after being ruled 
out of order in modified form was pending 
when the senate adjourned. | 
- Mr. Gorman made a plea for an investiga- 
tion, saying the postoffice department had 
cast reflections upon members of congress, 
and that a thorough examination should 
be had. 

Mr. Gorman said conditions in the post- 
office department were such as to make 
an inquiry imperative. The report of the 
fourth assistant postmaster general prac- 
tically charged members of congress with 
being confederates of Machen and Beavers, 
and on this account congress could not in 
justice to itself refuse to make an inquiry. 


Calls It an Outrage. 


The department’s reflection upon congress 
Mr. Gorman denounced as an “ outrage,’’ 
and said that instead of there being a ques- 
tion of politics involved the honor and in- 
tegrity of congress were in question. He 
pronounced the postmaster general an hon- 
est man, but said he was to be criticised for 
failing to demand a congressional investi- 


gation. 

“Senators on the other side,“ he said, 
„may regard their case as so desperate that 
they will not permit any peep into the books. 
Well, you have the power, of course, and 
you can prevent an inquiry if you wish to 
do so, as you have two-thirds of the mem- 
vers of the senate.” 

Mr. Aldrich replied, saying: The amend- 
ment in its present shape shows the folly 
ef attempting such legislation as this on an 
appropriation bill. Mr. Gorman has emas- 
eulated it so that It is of no effect whatever. 
If we are to have an investigation, let it be 


a live one.” 


Senator Allison Opposed. 


Mr. Allison opposed the amendment as un- 
tenable, contending that the postoffice com- 
mittee is perfectly competent to make any 
desirable inquiry. To adopt the amendment 
would be for the senate to surrender its 
powers to the house of representatives.

ISABELLA, PRUSSIA AND FRANCE. 

The death of Isabella, the exiled queen of 
Spain, will remind the world of the curious

Nobody outside of family and friends 
cares much about the health of the obscure 
man.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

„The statement of the United States Steel 
corporation for the last quarter showed net 
earnings of $13,200,000, as compared with 
$25,000,000 for the corresponding quarter of 
1903. This is not encouraging, but the un- 
filled orders on hand on March 31 last were 
4,136,000 tons, as against 3,215,000 tons on 
Dec, 31,1904. There is room for encourage- 
ment in this. 

The general situation in the iron and steel 
industry is more satisfactory than it wasa 
month ago. There is a fair demand for 
steel, and the greater call for Bessemer pig 
indicates that the steel men believe it will 
continue, 

Billets and sheet bars sold recently 
brought full prices, and the mill men have no 
intention of cutting them. There has been 
little demand for structural steel, but there 
will be an improvement if-the dispute be- 
tween bricklayers and employers, which has 
tied up building operations in New York 
City, is settled by the arbitrators to whom 
it has been referred. With the settlement 
of the strike in view the manufacturers of 


reported that the outlook was much better 
than it was a month ago, and decided to 
stand by existing schedules. 

There is a change for the better, but it is 
not a change strong enough to stand the 
rough handling implied in an attempt to put 
up prices. Railroads have not been liberal 
buyers of late. 

Men are much in the habit of saying that 
industrial activity cannot be looked for in a 
presidential year, but occasionally they are 
mistaken. ‘If the iron and steel men are 
reasonably conservative they may do an ex- 
cellent trade in 1904, 

The lake vessel owners are not displeased 


ing of navigation. They are discouraged 
because it is intimated that the ore ship- 
ments will be only about three-fifths of last 
year’s. It is feared that less coal will be 
carried this season than last. 

The situation in the cotton mills does not 
improve. The manufacturers are doggedly 
waiting for a further decline in the price of 
raw cotton. Last week more operatives 
were laid off at Fall River and 15,000 are 
‘now idle. Most of the mills will be closed 
two days in the week for an indefinite 
period. There is a similar situation in Lan- 
cashire and in Germany. 

While the earnings of some eastern rail- 
ways showed a decline in February, those of 
the Harriman roads—the Union Pacific, 
Alton, Southern Pacific, and Kansas City 
Southern—sbowed general increases in gross 
and net earnings. There is cause for con-

PEDAGOGY AND FESTIVALS. 
Our naive forefathers regarded the festi- 
val as a good time. We, if we are accurate- 
ly represented by Percival Chubb in the 


“Elementary School Teacher,” regard it 


as a means of developing “ that underlying 
consciousness of kind, of human solidarity, 
of codperative unity, which may offset the 
erude and narrow individualism which 
everywhere menaces us.“ | 
This: shift in mental attitude is due to 
the fact that the present age has attained 


‘to what Mr. Chubb, who is the George Ade 


of pedagogy, probably would call “ self- 
realization.“ Our forefathera. did things 
because they followed their instincts and 
their impulses. We do things because we 
appreciate our rhythmic relationship to the 
cosmic purpose. Our forefathers had festi- 
vals because festivals were beautiful. We 
have festivals because festivals correlate 
our functions through the introduction of 
the art element. ees 

Mr. Chubb would have chiidren festive 
for the same reason that many of his fellow 
socio-pedologists: would have them playful. 
Celebrations, like games, carry the child 
through the successive periods of human 
progress. The task of the school, says Mr. 


Chubb, is “that of leading the child up 


through the salient phases of development 
by which the race has reached its present 
outlook and power.“ The festival, there- 
fore, will receive its due recognition in 
the endeavor to lay hold upon the child as 
an artistic and literary personage by repeat- 
ing in his character tlie leading phases in 
the esthetic and literary development of 
man.“ 

This “interpretation” of the “ celebra- 
tion impulse” and of the play impulse 
(pedagogical slang can be as easily acquired 
as street slang) leads directly to their scien- 
tific employment in harmonizing the soul 
of the child with the soul of the race. 
Games have been devised which, by “ in- 
tegrating the “play impulse” with the 
art element,” propel Johnnie agreeably 
through the medieval racial phase which 
produced the cathedrals. Other games, re- 
taining the “ play impulse,” but replacing 
the “art element with the “ struggle ele- 
ment,” provide Johnnie with the develop- 
ment toward combativeness which he 
missed by not having lived in the cave age. 

Festivals are now being devised with this 


same race development principle in view. 


Johnnie may think that he dresses himself 
up as a French fur trader just because it is 
fun. Mr. Chubb knows that it is because 
Johnnie in this way arrives at a melodic 
consciousness of his cosmic identity with 
the Gallic element in the subsoul of the 
world. Johnnie may sing a song about Jack 
Mr. Chubb, 
standing in the background with an indul- 
gent smile on his fate, knows all the time 
that Johnnie is being led into an apprecia- 
tion of the correspondence between the 
physical forces of the external universe and 
the psychical forces of his own nerve tissue. 

All of which probably is perfectly true, for 
pedagogy is the science of aualyzing the or- 
dinary movements of the human mind until 
you know so much about them that by a kind 
of reverse hypocrisy you can talk sense and 
delude people into thinking that you are 


talking nonsense. '

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
Copyright: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


ING EDWARD has taken adyantage 
of the old duke of Cambridge's death 
to throw open the whole of Richmond 
park to the public. The duke was 
ranger of the park and was jealous 

‘of his rights in connection therewith, and 
moreover the king and queen were too much 
attached to him willingly td subject him to 
any annoyance. But now that he is gone 
there is no further reason why the sovereign 
should delay the fulfillment of hig pubile 
spirited intentions in connection with this 
royal demesne. : 

It is only a portion of this beautiful park 
in the suburbs of London, some 3,000 acres 
in extent, that has been until now accessible 


to the people. Some of the most picturesque 


parts were shut off for the preservation cof 
game, the shooting of which was restricted 
to the friends and cronies of the late duke, 


‘and also to certain favored members of che 
| royal household. 


During the years that 
Princess Frederica of Hanover and of Eng- 


land had a residence at Hampton Court pal- 


ace a portion of the shooting was reserved 


for the exclusive use of her morganatic hus- 


band, Baron Pawel Ramingen, and he was 
keen about any trespass upon his preroga- 
tives in the matter. 

The king, however, has now ordered that 
all preservation of game in Richmond park 
shall be discontinued] and that the parts 


hitherto closed shall be thrown open to the 


people with as little delay as ble. The 
deer will be tyansferred to Windsor and to 
Balmoral, while the birds will, so far as pos- 
sible, be caught and sent to the coverts at 
Sandringham. Of course this will take some 
little time. But it is anticipated that by 
the first of August the whole park will be 
open to the public. 

The park is an old one, with glorious old 
trees, and in ancient times formed part of the 
grounds belonging to the royal manor house 
of Sheen; occupied by King Edward I. and 
by King Edward III., who died there. Henry 
V. also hunted in the forest, and in 1499, after 


‘the palace of Sheen had been. destroyed by 


fire, Henry VII. rebuilt it and gave it the 
name of Richmond. Henry VIII. lent it 
to Cardinal Wolsey to reside in after the 
latter had presented him with his new palace 
at Hampton Court. James I. settled it on 
his son, Henry, prince of Wales, and it was 
Charles I. who surrounded that portion cf 
the forest now known as Richmond park, 
and, as stated above, nearly 3,000 acres in 
extent by a wall some twelve or fourteen 
miles long. After the execution of the king 
parliament presented the park to the citt- 
zens qf Londgn, who, however, gave it back 
to Charles If on the restoration. 
— 

The palace was last used as a royal resi- 
dence by King James II. In fact, his son, 
subsequently known as the old pretender, 
spent most of his childhood there. But after- 
wards the place was permitted to fall into 
decay and eventually was razed to the 
ground. Subsequently a much smaller house 
was built, known as the White lodge, which 
was occupied by Prince Leopold of Coburg 
while he still lived in England as a member 
of the English royal family after the loss of 
his wife, Charlotte, princess of Wales, and 
previous to his election to the throne of Bel- 
gium. It was allotted to Princess Mary of 
Cambridge at the time of her marriage to 


the late duke of Teck, and it was the home 


of the princess of Wales and of her brothers 
until the death of their parents. It is n 
lent by the king to Mrs. Hartmann. The 
house is surrounded by grounds of about 
half a dozen acres in extent, which make it 
a charming suburban residence, situated as 
it is in one of the highest portions of the 
park. 
London, with its seething population cf 
near 6,000, 000, is so frightfully overcrowded 
that every one who adds to the number of 
parks and places of popular recreation—in 
one word, to the lungs of the vast metropo- 
lis—confers an inestimable and well nigh 
priceless benefit upon his fellow-creatures, 
especially to those belonging to the masses, 
and King Edward's action, therefore, in 
throwing open Richmond park cannot fail 
to receive widespread and justly merited 


Prince Ernest Leiningen, who died last 
week in Germany, was not only an admiral 
in the British navy and a Veteran of the 
Crimean war but also a nephew of the late 
Queen Victoria, and a first cousin therefore 
of King Edward, in spite of which I do not 
believe that the English court will go into 
mourning for him, as he was no great favor- 
ite with the present generation of the English 
reigning house. The 
was fond of him, as one of the sons of her 
half-brother Charles, prince of Leiningen, 
Charles having been a child of the queen's 
mother, the duchess of Kent, by her first 
marriage. | 

Prince Leiningen during the latter part of 
bis naval career was overtaken by a mis- 
fortune which rendered him an object of so 
much odium and public abuse in England 
that he withdrew to Germany as soon as 
possible and spent there the remainder of 

is life in retirement. It happened while he 
was in«command of the queen’s yacht. One 
day while it was crossing from the Isle of 
Wight to Gosport, the royal yacht Alberta, 
rushing along at breakneck speed across the 
Solent at a moment when it was crowded 
with shipping, was maneuvered in such an 
unfortunate manner as to run down a yacht 
named the Mistletoe, which was cut through 
amidships, several of the people on board be- 
ing drowned. The queen was on deck when 
the collision occurred and witnessed the 
whole scene, assisting personally in the en- 
deavors to restore animation to the septuage- 
narian master of the yacht, who had been 
struck by a spar and who died while her 
majesty was holding her smelling bottle to 
his nose. 

It was on that occasion that Admiral Sir 
John Fullerton, then a commander, distin- 
guished himself by repeatedly diving over- 
board from the royal yacht in order to rescue 
those on board the Mistletoe. The queen 
never forgot this. Fullerton succeeded Prince 
Leiningen in the command of the royal yacht, 
and until her death the queen would never 
consent to allow any one else to have charge 
of the boats on which she traveled. 


An inquest was held over the victims of the 
accident, and while the first coroner’s jury 


[was unable to come to any agreement, the. 


second inquest terminated in a verdict se- 
verely censuring Admiral Prince Leiningeh 
as im personal charge of the yacht for error 
of judgment in maneuvering the royal yacht 
and for running the latter at a rate of speed 
which could not fail to prove dangerous to 
life in view of the crowded condition of the 
Solent. This led to an outburst of indigna- 
tion on the part of the press against the 
prince; and the newspapers as well as nu- 
merous public speakers, forgetting the gal- 
lant services which he rendered as a British 
naval officer in the Crimean war, overwhelm- 
ed him with the most virulent kind of abuse 
as one of the queen’s beggarly German 
relatives.“ The prince never got over it, and 
I do not believe that he has been to England 
for a number of years past.

Go to the Grand opera house, see the Old 
Homestead,“ have two hours of thorough 
enjoyment, and incidentally learn how at- 
tractive and how effective the rural drama 
was in its original form—before its im- 
provers " decked it out with cattle and ma- 
chines, pigs and poultry, blossoming shrub- 
bery and kitchen ranges. The latter day 
specimens of this manner of play have 
brought it into disfavor with many amuse- 
ment seekers—its artificial realism has 
robbed it of all its charm.

It has been many seasons since the first of 
the New England plays was last seen here, 


Whitcomb. Time was when no theatrical 
year was complete without a visit from the 
playwright actor, but latterly he has con- 
fined his appearances to the east wher not 
in actual retirement from active stage life. 
He was welcomed by a small audience last 
evening, but if the manner in which that 
audience enjoyed Itself may be taken as 
basis for prophecy, then the week will not 
be old before the theater will be filled at 
every performance. 

Rarely has an audience laughed so heartily 
and wholesomely; rarely has laughter been 
mingled so often with the quick tear of spon- 
taneous sympathy. The audience applauded 
but little—Mr. Thompson takes no curtain 
calls—and after the pathetic scene at the 
close of the third act, When Uncle Josh 
has found his son in New York, the spec- 
tators paid the touchingly pathetic, simple 
scene the high and genuine tribute of abso- 
lute silence. 

How simple the old play is! Not a hint of a 
love story in it, not a villain, not a sugges- 
tion of past burdened femininity. The love 
is the whole hearted, generous love of a 
humanity as unspoiled as it is frank, the 
sorrows are only those Which come from the 


by inexperienced youth, and the humor is as 
sweet and innocent as are the true natures 
from which it springs. There are no prob- 
lems, no intrigues, no complications. 

Mr. Thompson as Uncle Josh was as de- 
lightfully natural and free from all stage 
affectations as he has been these many years. 
His delivery of the quaint, sweet humor of 
the part is irresistibly naive and infectious 
as before, and his handling of the pathetic 
scenes is as sincere andtrue. The company 
is a capable one. Mr. Carter répeated his 
capital portrayal of Cy Prime; Mrs. Morse 
is an Aunt Matilda the counterpart of whom 
could be found in almost any New England 
village; Mr, Clare lent Happy Jack just the 
desirable blending of gayety and manliness; 
Miss Thompson was an Ann wholly ade- 
quate; and Mr. Kammerlee played the scene 
with Uncle Josh in the second act in delight- 
fully genuine fashion. The double quartet 
sings satisfactorily, and the stage settings 
are in all respects commendable.

CROP PROMISE 
POOR FOR WHEAT. 
‘April Government Report 
Shows Much Lower Condi- 

tion Thana Tear Ago.

OFF OVER 20 POINTS. 


Market Dull in Advance of Fig- 
ures, but Firm in Spite of 
Declines Northwest. 


The government crop report showing the 
Condition of winter wheat April 1 was s- 
sued yesterday after the close of the regu- 
Jat markets. It makes the percentage 76.5 
ot a perfect promise, compared with a con- 
dition of 86.6 Dec. 1, 1908, and 97.3 April 1, 
1 The loss of 10 points during the winter 
Shows the effect of the severity of the 
weather and the lack of snow protection in 
the south and southwest. 
On an area estimated at 32,000,000 acres, 

or 2,000,000 acres less than that seeded in 
1908, this condition suggests a yield of 404. 
000,000, taking 16.5 bu per acre as par yield. 
A year ago the prospect was for a crop of 
646,000,000 bu, but either the early govern- 
ment figures were too optimistic or there 
was rapid deterioration, for the condition 
at harvest, July 1, was 78.8, the area had 
been reduced to 82,847,000 acres, and the 

yield was finally estimated at 401,685,000 
bu. There is still the possibility perhaps 
of as large a crop as that harvested last year, 
but it is a bare possibility. From April to 
July the crop as a rule suffers more or less 
injury and the promise deteriorates rather 
than becoming brighter. .

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| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE 


Liverpool Corn Trade News, “to try to 
picture the quantities which the respective 
wheat exporting countries will furnish dur- 
ing the remainder of the season. The month 
of May is usually a period of heavy ship- 
mente, for then all the waterways in North 
America and northern Burope are newly 
opened. Last year the continent took 
during May over 3,200,000 bu a week, and it 
seems likely the demand next May will again 
be on a large scale.

Assistant Chief Schuettler Thinks Plan

Takers—Telephone Company te Be- 
in Today Removing Instruments 
Listed by Authorities—Depends on 
Municipal Aid te Defend Expected 
Damage Suits by Irate Subscribers. 


Werrants for the arrest of persons “ to 
pointed out were introduced yesterday by 
Assistant Chief Schuettler in his war on race- 
track gamblers. After a number of alleged 
handbook keepers hed been pointed out” 
and arrested by detectives in the afternoon 
the assistant chief expressed his satisfaction 
at the resulis.

Awards on Calvert Fireproof Building 
in Baltimore Show Damage of $363,- 
256, with Insurance of $150,000, 


New York, April 11.—[Special.]—An award 
has been made on the Calvert fireproof build- 
ing loss in Baltimore which shows the sound 
value as having been $634,075, the damage 
$363,256, while the insurance was $150,000. 
This building was at the extreme edge of the 
fire district, and apparently was better 
structurally than any of the other fireproof 
buildings. The coinsurance clause was con- 
spicuous by its absence, and the 57 per cent 
damage to the building in this case caused 
100 per cent loss on the policies, which dem- 
onstrates the value of coinsurance on fire- 
proof structures. The experience in Balti- 
more will be worth something if it results In 
the enforcement of the coinsurance condi- 
tlons in cities like Pittsburg, where the clause 
is obtainable if the underwriters can develop 
backbone enough to ask for it...
